THE FLORIDA STATE TItOOl'S 

The organized military force of the State now consists 
of two regiments of infantry and a battalion of field ar- 
tillery: The "F>/st Infantry." eleven companies and 
band, with headquarters at Jacksonville ; "Second Infan- 
try," twelve companies and band, with headquarters at 
Gainesville, and the "Battalion Field Artillery," with 
headquarters at Jacksonville.

THE NAVAI. MILITIA. 

I ani unable t« report any iinnrnvement in tlie condi- 
tion of tlie Naval Militia. The Third Division, at Jack- 
sonville, has no equipment, and is not assembled for drill, 
and T am informed that the First Division, at Braiden- 
town, has also suspended it's drills and meetings. The 
fan ilia I i lie land forces are furnished with uniforms by 
the government, ami that the naval militia is not. is a sec- 
vcro handicap to the latter, and if it were not for the 
hope that some legislative ad ion may be lakm to lietter 
susiaiii [his branch of the service, I would feel it my 
duty to recommend the disbandment of the battalion, 

Florida has greater length of sea coast ilian any other 
state in the Fnion, and with reasonable encouragement, 
I see no reason why a creditable volunteer sea force 
could mil be maintained. 

Daring the past year all naval stores in the Slate, with 
the exception of those iti possession of the First Division 
ami a few articles remaining on hand with the Com- 
manding Officer of the Third Division, have been return- 
ed to the General Government. The thanks of this de- 
partment are due Colonel Thomas V. Ivessler, A. D, C, 
for bifl kindness in receiving these stores as tliey were 
shipped to hini from various points in the State, and 
in ruing them over to the Commandant of the Navy Yard 
at I'ensaeola.

prisoner "Sonny Boy" Thompson. Cpon receipt of your 
telegram I issued the following order:

A. D. C. I visited the 
jail at about 11:00 p. m. We found Captain Parfchill's 
comnany on duty; lint the night was uneventful, as no 
lawless demonst ra to in nccnred. Major Cary per- 
sonally supervised the placing of guards, and remained 
on duty throughout the litjrht. 

Pnrsranl to yonr instructions, I directed the sheriff to 
move i hi- prisoner to a place of safely, and early the fol- 
lowing morning he was removed from the county under 
a military guard.

I have the honor to make the following report as to 
part taken by this company in matter of attempted 
Knelling of prisoner at enmity jail. 

Telegram front Commander-in-Chief, received at S:25 
p. in. ordering me to render such aid to the sheriff as 
would prevent lynching. I had a boot one hour to this 
time learned that an al tempt might be made to take 
rifles from Armory by negros com posing mob. I bad sever- 
al members of my company in readiness to resist such 
attack if it were made, and upon receiving telegram from 
Commander-in-Chief I ordered other available members of 
company to Armory and at 8:5.1 p. m. marched to jail 
at request of sheriff, with twenty- three men. 

At 11 :i)tl o'eloik the sheriff, lieing satisfied from re- 
ports that mob had broken up, advised me to dismiss 



company as he did not apprehend any further danger; to 
I dismissed company at this hour.

Tluit so few culls have been made upon the military 
during the pa si year test i ties to the la \va hiding spirit of 
the people of this State., fur your Excellency has been 
prompt to render assistance whenever and wherever it 
was required 

The troops quickly and enthusiastically responded to 
each call and conducted themselves in an orderly and 
soldierly manner, performing thtir duty so as to merit 
the highest commendation. 

EFFICIENCY. 

Your attention is respectfully invited to the reports 
of the commanding officer of the two infantry regiments 
and of the battalion of field arrilli ry, which arc submitt- 
ed herewith. 

AH MINISTRATION. 

In my report for last year some reference was made 
^to the luck of knowledge of udnitsitrnttve and paper work 
among many of our officers, and the hope was expressed 
that more attention would in future l>e paid to such mat- 
ters. I am still of the opinion that the most severe crit- 
icism which could he passed upon the Stale Troops lodny 
would fall upon the officers, many of whom not only pay 
little attention to the provisions of the regulations which 
prescribe the manner of preparing official papers and of 

conducting military correspondence, but they neglect to 
forward reports — even after repeated prompting, and 
often entirely disregard orders from superior headquar- 
ters. 

Officers who would reprimand, and perhaps more se- 
verely punish an enlisted man for some petty delinquen- 
cy, lay aside general orders front this office and from 
regimental headquarters — with only a casual reading, 
and, 1 am constrained to believe, often without reading 
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at all. Ii is not strange then that important orders are 
frequently not complied with- It should he understood 
that an acquaintance with the drill regulations, and the 
ability to exercise a company in the ma nun I of arms and 
to maneuver it in field movements falls far short of being 
all that is required to qualify a man to hold a com mis- 
sion. This knowledge, and more, should be possessed by 
every non-commissioned officer. 

It was the experience of those who served as officers in 
tlie • Fir*! Florida Volunteer Infantry," during the war 
with Spain, thai they knew too little of the "business 
purl" of the military profession. Thty did not kno*,v 
what was required in the way of equipment and supplies, 
nor bow to obtain the in; and having obtained them — how 
to accottal for them. Thus their nine months ojf service 
were spent in acquiring information which as officers of 
the organized militia they should have had at the out- 
Ktart. 

During the past year the efforts of this department 
have been directed toward instituting a system of reports 
and papers which would correspond wiih the practice in 
the regular army, modified to meet the more limited re- 
quirements of the State service. And special attention 
has been devoted to teaching the officers the importance 
of ]u< l nptly ;md properly accounting foe public property 
and the methods prescribed for so doing. 

lilFI.E I'RACTlfK. 

In my report for the year Hull I had the honor to in- 
vite your attention to the very excellent recommenda- 
tions contained in the report of the Chief Ordnance Of- 
ficer, and in tin* reports of the commanding officers of the 
regiments of infantry atid of the battalion of field artil- 
lery. I regret to say thai daring unci the other affairs 
of i his office have been too pressing to permit of giving 
proper intention io this important branch of our milita- 
ry work. 

Knowing how to shoot is lie- most essential qualifica- 
tion for a soldier, ami each man 1 should lie required, not 
only io have a certain amount of practice each year, hut 
to attain a stated deuree of efficiency, and failure to so 
qualify should constitute grounds for discharge. This 
can only be done by establishing and maintaining snita- 
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ble target ranges at the several stations of the troops; 
which would eutail only a very ratal] expense. A regular 
allowance of ammunition should Up made eaeli nrgnniza- 
tion for practice, and there should lie adopted a uniform 
system of classification. It has lieeu suggested, ami I 
thins very wisely, that the system should lie uniform 
throughout all the military forces of the Tinted Stales, 
As a step to this cud the Secretary of War has appointed 
a hoard of officers of the regular army to revise the firing 
regulations for small arms. This board is now in session 
at Washington, and I am informed that it is their pur- 
pose to formulate a s.isiem of classification and recom- 
mend the same, together with the revised firing regula- 
tions, to the states for adoption. 

While many of the organizations in the State Troops 
have had target practice during the year, no reports of 
such practice have l>ei n required, and this otftee is not 
advised of it's extent — nor of the results attained. It is 
bettered that much good would be accomplished by the 
appointment of an inspector of Small Arms Practice, 
whose duty it would he to exercise a general supervision 
over this work, and to whom proper reports would l«» 
made, should it he considered advisable to organise the 
state Troops as a brigade, the office of Inspector of Small 
Arms Practice might he condom d with that of Chief Ord- 
nance Officer on the stall' of the brigade commander, nth- 
ci-w ise, an Inspector of Small Arms Practice, with appro- 
priate rank, could he added to the General Staff. 

Interest in practice shooting has been renewed hy the 
organisation at Savannah. Georgia, of the Interstate 
Military Itille Association. Fnder the auspices of this as- 
sociation) a shooting tournament was held in August of 
this year which was participated in hy teams from near- 
ly all of the Southern States, Florida was represented 
hy teams from companies -V, B ami F, of the First Infan- 
try, and hy a team from the First Battery of Field Artil- 
lery. It is gratifying to he able to report thai "in- repre- 
sentatives succeeded in carrying off some of the honors. 
Company I! won a handsome silver trophy, and Comjpany 
F brought away a cash prize. Company H of I lie First 
Infantry i Feruaudina i, has devoted special attention to 
target practice, ami tmml>ers within it's ranks some ex- 
cellent marksmen. On July 4th this company held a 
tournament at it's range on Amelia Beach, to which all 
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organizations in the State Troops were invited to send 
tennis or representatives, but only the Jacksonville com- 
panies responded. 

T11K UNIFORM. 

Cnder our State Law the uniform of the regular army 
is nr.'MTih.'r] for i]|<> Florida State Troops. General Or- 
der No. 132;, from the headquarters of the army, dated 
Itoeeaifaer :t1. 1PU2. published regulations for a new uni- 
form which goes into use Jnly Int. A distinct change is 
made in the mi i form fur enlisted men. The dress uni- 
form will he of lil up; a dark lilue sinjlebreasted sack 
coal, loops fastened down I he front with six regulation hut- 
dmsL standing collar with gilt metal collar devices, and 
shoulder loops of same material as coat. The coat, col- 
lac, loops, etc.. will he piped with a cord braid of the 
color of the arm of the service, which for the infantry 
will he light blue, instead of white, and for the artillery 
— scarlet, as at present, (hi special occasions the coat 
will lie further ornamented with a "Breast Cord": cord 
ami tassels of mohair braid of the color of the arm of 
the ffl rvice. The dress trousers are to be of sky blue 
color. 

The service uniform will lie of olive-drab woolen nia- 
1 ■'Hal for winter wear and Khaki-colored cotton mate- 
rial for summer. The coat is cut to fit loosely over tiie 
chest tat least five inches in- excess of chest measure- 
ment! and closely at the waist; the collar ornaments, 
chc.i'ions. elf. are Ihe 83 me .'"s for The dress coat. 
Breeches are worn with the coat; to be worn without 
stripes; to lie made loose about the seat and above the 
knees: to tit closely below the knees, extending to the 
lops <>f She siiocs. and to he fastened w'lh tupes or laces; 
to be worn rifh shoes ami lejrgmgs. 

As we have short winters in Florida, and the summer 
is the must active season with the military, it is suggested 
thai the service uniform of Khaki-colored cotton material 
would he beat adapted for general wear by the troops of 
this State. This uniform could he worn at least eight 
months of the year. It is less expensive than the blue 
clothing now issued and a considerable saving would 
thus he accomplished. 

While everything necessary for the use of the enlisted 
men is issued by the United States, the officers must pur- 
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chase their oivii uniforms and equipment. This means 
a considerable outlay, and may explain — though it hard- 
ly excuses — the laxity in the matter of dress which at 
present prevails among our ofhVers. On my tour of in- 
spection this year 1 noticed that many officers were still 
wearing the old rap ornaments and collar devices; a 
number wore uniforms which bore umnislukalilc signs of 
having "In en through the war." and some actually pre- 
sented themselves for inspection neariiig articles of the 
mi iii irin prescribed tor enlisted men. Here there is 
•niiili room for improvement. If the soldier is to be im- 
pressed with the importance of cleanliness and uniform- 
ity of dress, the officers should liear in mind that it can 
best Ik' done by netting him an example. 

As soon as I he War Department is prepared to furnish 
clothing of the new regulation patient to the militia, 
issues of it will lie made to the St \ft Troops. In the. 
meantime it is hoped that all officers will provide them- 
selves with dress i formerly designated umlnsst and 
service uniforms. The regulations for the new uniform 
will shortly be published in general orders. 

the fall .MANi;rvi;as or tiik auhv. 

The invitation or the Secretary of War to have the 
Florida State Troops participate in the Full maneuvers 
of the army, which were held ui Fort Riley, Kansas. Sep- 
tember 2!Mh to October tith, could not be occepted for the 
reason that no fuuds were available for the transporta- 
tion of any portion of the troops to so great distance. 
But by direction of your Excellency. Colonel Irving E. 
Webster, Second Infantry, was detailed lo represent this 
State, and the report of that officer, giving an acconni of 
his observations at the maneuvers, is submitted here- 
with 

THE INTERSTATE NATIONAL GIAKI1 ASSOCIATION. 

The annual convention of the Interstate National 
Guard Association was held in the city of Washington 
January 20th to ".2nd. inclusive. At Ibis convention each 
State was entitled to be represented by it's Adjutant 
deuoral and one delegate for each five hundred of it's 
organzed militia. By your Excellency's orders the Ad- 



jiitiiiu Cniei-al. Colonel Charles I'. Lovell. 1st Infantry, 
and Colonel Wilti*m A, Mae'Williatiis, Quartermaster- 
Ucneral. attended as the representatives of this State. 
Mni-lt business of importance to tlie National Guard was 
transacted. I>nt the convention was chiefly occupied with 
the formulation of a hill for the revision of the national 
mi til la laws, and in this work had the earnest coopera- 
tion nf the War Department. 

THE " DICK UILL." 

The 1*111 adopted by the convention was introduced in 
the House on February iMst hv Congressman Dick, of 
Ohio, Chairman of The House Committee on "Militia, and 
concurrently in the Semite by Senator Hawley. of Con- 
necficutt. Chairman of the Senate Committee on Milita- 
ry Affairs. It passed the House almost unanimously on 
the sight of -lime :iluh and has very recently been con- 
sidered by The Senate, where, after amendment, it was 
passed and referred to the House for concurrence. There 
is every probability that this hill will soon become law, 
and it is hoped that it may, for by it's provisions the 
interests of the militia will he very materially promoted. 
The hill gives to the organized militia the dignity of a 
national force, second only to the regular army; provides 
for uniform organization, armament and discipline, and 
for service in the field with regular troops. The obsolete 
Springfield rifles of the militia are to be exchanged for 
modern improved magazine rifles and equipments, and 
the annual national appropriation, is to he applied so as to 
permit of drawing for the militia all classes of stores 
now issued to the regular army, including medical sup- 
plies and military publications. Heretofore issues to the 
militia were confined to ordnance stores, clothing and 
Quartermaster's supplies. The hill also opens the service 
schools of the army to officers of the militia, and by way 
of encouragement to them to avail themselves of this 
privilege, an allowance is made them liberal enough to 
cover all their expenses while attending these institu- 
tions. 

A STATE ARSENAL. 

It is a great disadvantage that no provision has been 
made for a State Arsenal. Nearly every State in the 
Union maintains an arsenal, or suitable store rooms, 
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in charge of an armorer or store keeper. The necessity 

fur so doing will 1>- understood when one know.* of the 
endless Bomber and classes of stores which have to he 
issued to the troops. If the State Troops were to he fully 
equipped, and their armament kept up to the proper 
standard, the work of looking after and shipping storey, 
of repairing and keeping up the arms and aeeouterments, 
and of accounting for property, would furnish ahundant 
employment for one man. Hut to supply all the mods 
of the troops, now that the necessary stores are to he 
available, it is of first importance that there should he 
some suitable place where a stock of supplies may Ik* kept 
on hand. Heretofore when requisitions have been re- 
ceived at this office they were made up and forwarded 
through proper channels to the Secretary of War. and of 
course a considerable time would elapse Ivefore the arti- 
cles finally readied the officer who made the requisition. 
In fact the War Department gives notice in a printed 
statement upon it's form for requisition that the stops 
need not be expected under two months. The allotment 
to this State is not large enough to allow each Captain 
to keep on hand extra clothing and equipments in as- 
sorted sizes to meet any demand which may arise, and so, 
with new enlistments and other changes which are con- 
stantly occurring, they need to he frequently supplied in 
small shipments. Waiting for two months or more to he 
fitted out with a uniform takes much of the enthusiasm 
out of a new member, and. it is needless to say, has a 
depressing effect upon the entire command. 

State Lite building of the addition to the Capitol it is 
hoped that this difficulty may in a measure be overcome. 
T have secured one of the vaults in the basement of Lie 
north wing and hope to have it fitted up as a store room. 
But the vault is not large, and when the several hundred 
rifles, boxes of rentage and other bulky equipage already 
on hand has been given place, there will be but little 
space for additional stores. 

THE ARMORY QCESTtON. 

In February of 1901 a company of infantry was mus- 
tered into the service at Marianna. The Captain of the 
new company at once applied to the Board of County 
Commissioners to be furnished with an armory, basing 
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his application upon Section 27 of Chapter 4(i84, Laws 
of PIm-ida, which reads ax follows: 

"It shall lw the duty of tlie Hoard of County Commis- 
sioners in each county in which there is a company or 
battery of State Troops to provide each company or bat- 
tery with an armory suitable for its meetings and drills 
and tin- safe storage of arms a»d equipments." 

The board having refused or neglected to take action 
in tin* matter, ihe Captain commenced mandamus pro- 
ceeding iu 1 1n* courts to compel compliance with the 
above proration of the statutes, and upon his petition 
;tn alternative writ was issued. The cause came up for 
hearing before the Jndgi of the First Cireuil on Septem- 
ber Hi. Hull. The respondents moved to quash the writ 
upon the ground that this section of the Ac! of 1899 was 
unconstitutional because iu conflict with Section 5 of 
Article IX of the Const ittn ion. which provides: 

"The legislature Shall li ithorize the several counties 
and incorporated cities or towns in the State to assess 
and impose taxes for county and municipal purposes, and 
for no other purposes." 

The contention being that the organized militia is a 
State institution, and. therefore, that no money could he 
expended by any conn or city for it's maintenance. 
This view of the question wag accepted by the court, and 
the motion to quash was sustained. The cause was taken 
to the Supreme Court upon writ of error, and here the 
Opinion of the lower court was confirmed. 

As soon as the dei-isom of the Supreme Court was an- 
nounced through the press, the commissioners of other 
counties followed those of Jackson county and declined 
to longer provide armories. Your Excellency then di- 
rected me to instruct the commanding officers of such 
organizations as were without armories to arrange to 
rent the quarters they had been occupying at a rate not 
to exceed what had theretofore been paid; and thus the 
matter now stands. 

If an amendment to the Conbtitntion is required to 
authorize contilies and municipalities to provide armo- 
ries, 1 think such an amendment should be proposed at 
this session of Ihe Legislature, As counties and cities 
In which the troops are located receive special benefit 
through the added sense of security which the presence 
then* of the military gives, it seems to nie only reasons- 
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ble that they sin nili] ho railed upon to contribute more 
directly toward maintaining them titan through general 
State taxation. 

support or militia. 

Although declared liy our highest authority to be 
"essentially and necessarily a State institution," the 
Florida St a If Troops have been and are almost entirely 
dependent upon the support given them by the General 
Government. Although by no means fully equipped, 
everything which tliey have— -uniforms, arms and jc- 
cuuterments. have been obtained from that source. By 
careful manipulation the apportionment to this State 
of the annual national appropriation for arming and 
equipping the militia i S,4!n;,7;j in 1!>0:2 1 has been made 
to supply this equipment. These stores remain the projv- 
erty of the United States and are accounted for annually 
by the Governor.

■In view of the fact tlml the State Troops are uniformed 
and armed by the General Government, it is only reason- 
able that the expense of training them should be borne 
by the State. And to make them an effective military 
force it is essential that they should have practice in 
the field. The value of and necessity for such instruc- 
tion is disputed by none who have had military expe- 
rience, and that those best qualified to judge of such 
mallei's recognize the need of field instruction in train- 
iug the citizen soldiery is shown by the bill now pending 
in Congress, which provides that the militia may be or- 
dered into camp with the regulars, and that each State 
and Territory furnished with materials of war shall, 
during the year nest preceeding the allotment of funds, 
have required each company, troop and battery of it's 
organized militia to participate in practice marches or 
go into camp of instruction for at least five consecutive 
days. 

The troops of this State have not been assembled since 
1898. By the Act of 1899 the regimental formation was 
adopted, hut no colonel has yet seen his regiment to- 
gether. I sincerely trust that provision will be made for 
giving the troops necessary field instruction.

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RECOM UEXOATIONS. 

I have the honor to submit tin* following recommends- 

1st, That a new military rode l>e adopted, and bo 
framed as tu curry into effect in this Stale the provi- 
sions of the militia bill which has already received the 
favorable consideration of Congress — and will without 
doubt U-eanse law; Ihus aiding in carrying out the na- 
tional scheme for securing uniform organization aud 
armament, and uniforin systems of discipline aud admin- 
istration throughout all the military forces of tin? United 
smtcs. 

It is my judgment (hat any new law adopted 
should embrace the following features: a brigade ..or- 
ganization for the State Troops, with a brigadier general 
and appropriate stall': An Increase in the personal stall 
of the Commander-in-Chief hy 'lie addition of at least 
eight aides-de-camp. At present the personal wtaff is 
limited in two: nnn-li fewer than in any otbet State: An 
Inspector of Small Arms Practice should he added to the 
General Stall', or appointed on the staff of the brigade 
commander: The seo}ie of the summary courts should 
be broadened and authority lie given for the serving by 
sherili's of processes out of these courts, as for courts- 
marliat: All officers who become accountable for public 
pro|ierTy or funds should Ik- required to give a bond: The 
organization of a hospital corps should lie provided for: 
Commissioned officers slmld he given authority to admin- 
ister oaths of enlistment. 

2nd. That an appropriation lie made to cover the ex- 
pense of an encampment for the year 1903. 

3rd. That the appropriation for the "Fluid for the 
Excuses of the Florida State Troops,'' bo increased to 
cover the cost of renting armories at the several stations 
of the troops, and In provide for the contingent exposes 
of this office. 

The issuing of munitions of war to th.\ Stale by the 
United States places the former under obligation to pro- 
vide for their safe keeping. The commanding officer of 
every company, battery and band in the State Troops has 
in his possession public properly to the value of from one 
to two thousand dollars, and line Supreme Court having 
declared the statute unco'wtitutional which imposes 
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Upon the counties the duly of providing armories, it be- 
comes incumbent on the HI ale to furnish the means for 
protecting 8tnd preserving these uteres, and suitable 
quarters fur (lie organizations. 

The expense <>f effecting the exchange "f anus contem- 
plated under llie Hltek Hill" must also he provided for. 
Tlie bill readfe m part : "Standard service magazine arms, 

with bayonets, bayonet scabliords, pi listings, hells, and such 
other necessary acrounteniieiils and equipments as are 
required for the Army of the 1'nited States," are to be 
issued to the states upon the requisition of the Govern- 
ors. "Provided, That said rifles and carbines and other 
property shall be receipted for and l»e annually account- 
ed for by the Governors of the States and Territories as 
now required by law, and that each State and Territory, 
and i list rict shall, on receipt of the new arms, turn in 
to the Ordnance Department of the ['idled states Army, 
without receiving any money credit llierefor.ifm/. without 
ax/fett&G for transportation, all United States rides and 
carbines now in iis possession." 

4th. A reduction iu the rank of the Adjutant General 
from that of major general to brigadier general. 

Advancement iu rank is the hope and aspiration of all 
who follow the profession of arms, and a request from an 
officer for reduction is sufficiently out of the common to 
merit consideration. It is clear to every military mind 
that the rank of br ; gadier general would be quite enougii 
fo*- our adjutant general. Iu states with even greater 
population than Florida the rank of major general for 
that office is unusual, and it is certainly very much out of 
proportion with the strength of our organized militia. 

rrni.ic rnoi'KHTY. 

I|n my report fur the year l!M)l attention was invited to 
the fact that the Governor is required to annually (>■ 
count to the General Government for all military store* 
issued to this State for the use of it's organized militia 
and that unless such property is accounted for in the 
manner prescribed by law, it's money valne may lie 
charged against the State and deducted from any mon- 
eys due the State from the United States. I further re- 
ported that I found that stores to the value of eleven 
thousand four hundred dollars could not be located or 
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accounted for because no regular system of reporting 
upon property had heretofore been employed. :New 
forms for property returns liave since beeB adopted and 
Issued for use, and officers are gradually being brought 
to realize the importance of making a rigid accounting 
for nil stores entrusted to their charge.

It is proper that some mention should be made of the 
work of tins di partnient. If this office lias at any time in 
Ihe past beeri Hooked upon as a sinecure, investigation 
will develurte. tin fact that it's work has increased to snea 
on extent" thai it can no longer be so considered. The 
volume of business transacted by all of the State depart- 
ments is constantly increasing with the growth and nd- 
rancemeni of the state, and such is the case here. Un- 
it ss the affairs of the office are neglected, a vast amount 
of correspondence is required to build up and maintain 
an effective and creditable military force. Hundreds of 
applications for military records of soldiers who served 
in our several wars, requests for evidence of disease and 
wounds contracted in service, requests for copies of 
commissions issued, for information as to filing claims 
for pension, and claims which have been filed, and in- 
nanierable other inquiries are received, which demand 
careful and ] •■instaking investigation and satisfactory 
replies. 

The distribution each year of thousands of dollars 
worth of do thing. Quartermaster's supplies, ordnance 
—and ordnance stores, which have to be received here audi 
th n reshipped to their final destination, entails an enor- 
mous amount of clerical work, as well as manual labor. 
This property must also be accounted for. which means 
reports to the War Department through its several di- 
visions. 

There are various property, money, drill and efficiency 
reports received here from the various officers of the 
State Troops, which must be examined, corrected and 
adjusted through correspondence, and finally settled and 
filed. There are commissions and discharges to he re- 
corded and issned: enlistments to be recorded and filed? 
requisition for stores, funds, blanks, etc., to be recorded 
and filled, and endless other details of office work too 
numerous to be set out here. 
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During the past year special attention baa been de- 
voted to instituting a more thorough system of paper 
work in tlie State Troops, and for this purpose new 
blank forms had to be designed, When printed and dis- 
tributed, new and special regulations were required to 
put the system into operation, and these had to be pre- 
pared and promulgated through general orders. Also 
during the year there have been— 

liJtJS h tiers received, recorded, indexed and filed, 
Ui-8 letters written and copies indexed and tiled, 
239 letters replied to by endorsement, 
263 dischargee recorded and Issued. 
34S enlistments recorded and filed 
131* requisitions recorded, filed and acted upon, 
3!* commissions recorded and Issued. 
. 13 gejneraJ orders prepared and issued, 
52 special orders prepared ami issued. 
14 circulars and circular letters issued. 
* Over seven thousand dollars worlli of clothing and 
stores have been received from the General Government 
and distributed to the organizations composing liie State 
Troops. And a nimnii was devoted to making the annual 
in spool ion of all organizations at their home stations, 
which is prescribed under Section 31*. Chapter 4G84, 
Laws of Florida. 

The mere statement that a letter has* liven writlen. or 
an order published, gives u»> idea of I he lime and labor 
which may have been ex[>ended in securing dii.ta. looking 
up records, or preparing the subject matter; but it will 
convey some impression of the amount of clerical work 
done. And when it is understood that no provision is 
made by law for a clerk or assistant to the Adjutant <»en- 
eral. it will be seen that he has at least had something 
tb keep him occupied. Every State in the Union wi*h 
the exception of Florida employes at least three ptrsons 
in it's military department. That it may be known what 
iff done elsewhere, I pive below a brief statement of *he 
organization of the military departments in some of the 
small states. 

MILITARY DEPARTMENTS OK UCIlMi STATES. 

Louisiana's Adjutant General has the rank of Brigadier 
General, salary of $2.400., and is allowed one clerk at $t>00 
per annum. There is a State Arsenal in charge of an 
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Armorer at $1,000 a year. The Stale appropriates $37,000 
annually for the expenses of the militia. 

Georgia's Adjutant General lias (lie rank of Brigadier 
Genernl. is paid sjW.imm) a year and in allowed a stenogra- 
pher. The Inspector General, who is always on duty. 
draws $4 a day and expenses. There is a State Arsenal 
and a keeper al $1.-00 a year. In addition, aa annual ap- 
propriation df$2tUNHJ is made for Che expenses of troops 
in encampments, etc. 

Virginia's Adjutant General has the rank of Brigadier 
General, liis salary is ¥:!.4oo a year, and lie is allowed a 
clerk with salary of $1.00(1. The annual inspections are 
made 1>\ an Inspector, with rank of Colonel, who is al- 
lowed pay and expenses while performing that s- rvh-e. 
There is a State Arsenal and Armorer at £1100 a year. 
The appropriation for miliiary expenses is one half of 
one per cent of all moneys received into f lie Treasury, 
except the school fund. 

South Carolina's Adjutant General has the rank of 
Brigadier General, salary. J1.500. There is an inspector 
General with rank of Colonel who is paid $1.01)0 a year, 
The Adjutant General is allowed one clerk at $U0D g year, 
and there is a Stan- Arsenal 

Misuari's Adjutant (leneral has the rank of Brigadier 
General, salary *ii.ooo. lie is allowed a clerk at §1,200 
and a Stenographer at $6(10, There is a Stale Arsenal and 
Armorer. Annual appropriation for military expenses 
is $:rj.im<i.. 

North Carolina's Ailjntnu'l General has the rank of 
Brigadier General, salary *1.ooo.. and au assistant with 
salary of $(>oo. Tin re is an appropriation of £1.0(1(1. a year 
for clerk hire. The Inspector General, Chief of Ordnance 
and Quartermaster General are each paid ?."iiia. a year, 
and a per diem when actively on duly. Each depa r t men t 
I as ;i paid assistant. There is a State Arsenal under the 
supervision of the Quartermaster General, and in charge 
of a Quartermaster Sergeant al ftoil. n year. $16,00$, is 
annually appropriated for expenses of encampment, etc., 
and £l\0Wi for pay of troops when called into active ser- 
vice. 

New Jersey's Adjutant General has rank of BrijHi- 
dier General and a salary of $2,500 a year. There is also 
a Qua rterni aster General with rank of Brigadier Gen- 
eral and salary of $3,500 a year The Adjutant General's 
depart men t is allowed five clerks: A Chief Clerk at 
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$2,500, one clerk at $000. one at f?2«, and two at $600 
a jear. There is a State Arsenal mater supervision of the 
Qaartermaster General, anil in charge of a Military 
Storekeeper at $l.::()0 a year. This Slate appropriates 
$15.11110 annually for encampment expenses alone. 

Maryland's Ad jut a ug General has rank of Brigadier 
(ieneral ami salary of $2,000. lie is allowed nu«' clerk 
at $1,200. There is a Storehouse in charge of a Milita- 
ry Storekeeper, at $000 a year. The annual appropria- 
tion for in Hilary expenses is $50,000. 

Rhode Island's Adjutant General has a salary of 
$1,200. There is an Assistant Adjutant General who is 
also a salaried officer, and an annual allowance of $1,500 
for clerk hire. There is a Quartermaster General at a 
salary of $1.0(10. The State Arsenal is in charge of a 
Storekeeper at $300. The annual military appropria- 
tion is $37,000. 

Iowa's Adjutant General has rank of Brigadier Hen- 
eral and salary of $2,000. The following assistants are 
allowed: Thief Clerk at $1,200, Stenographer at $780, 
Ordnance Sergeant a<t $720, and Quartermaster Ser- 
geant at $720. There is also a Record Clerk who has 
charge of all war record rornspondciice and is [paid 
$1,200. A storeroom is kept. The annual military ap- 
propriation if $57.35(1. 

, In the larger states of course more liberal provision 
is made for maintaining the military, hut in some of 
those mentioned here the organize*! force Is smaller than; 
iu Florida.' Michigan, with an organised force not 
twice as large as ours, annually appropriates about 
$125,1)0(1 for military purposes. 

During the coming year the work of this department 
will again he materially increased. The passage of the 
"Dick Bill" and the appropriation of $2*000,000, in addi- 
tion to the regular appropriation of $1,000,001) for arm- 
ing and equipping the militia, will mean that during 
1903 there is to lie issued to this State military stores 
tu the value of $55. 13 1.1. 5. which is $46,634.40 in ex- 
cess of what has ever heretofore been -apportioned to 
Florida in any one year. These stores will have to he 
distributed through the Adjutant General's office. It 
will also tie necessary to revise the existing regulations 
and compile new ones to conform to the new organiza- 
tion as contemplated under proposed national legisla- 
tion, which will require a great amount of clerical work.

WAR liECOKDS. 

I desire to especially invite the ah out ion of your Ex- 
cellency to tire necessity for perfecting and establishing 
in this office an accurate roster of the Florida soldiers 
wlio w r\rd iii the war between the states aud in the Flor- 
i'ln Indian wars. This recommendation has repeatedly 
been made by my predecessors, hut surely the importance 
of compiling this information and perpetuating in some 
snlisniniinl form the names aud memories of those from 
<mr State who helped to make 'the history of that period 
must he apparent to all. This work should be taken up 
while those remain with us who can supply such data as 
cannot be obtained from the few lists aud papers which 
have been preserved here. 

There are no Indian War records on file in this office, 
ami I am informed that tin- original pay and musier 
rolls were forwarded to Washington as vouchers to the 
i'laii:i nl the Srate against the Fnited Stales for funds 
expended in organizing Slate 1 roups for service against 
tlie Indians, and that no copies of those valuable records' 
were n taineii. Provision should he made for securing 
from (!»■ General Government duplicates of the original 
rolls. 

Letters are daily received at this office from old sol- 
diers, or their relatives, requesting certificates of serv- 
ice, and. for the reasons slated, it is itmpossible to com- 
ply with stii-h reqnenta, or to furnish information to 
whieh they are justly entitled- That no such inconven- 
ience may later lie experienced by those who served in the 
war «iih Spain. I have had the original muster rolls of 
the "First Florida Volunteer Infantry" bound in hook 
form.

REPORT OF THE COMMANDING OFFICER. FIRST 
INFANTRY.

GENERAL:— 

I have the honor to submit the following report of the 
1st Regiment of I infantry. F. S. T.. for the year 1902. 

During the past year there have practically been no 
duties j>erformed by the companies of this regiment 
other than the regular drills and target practices. 

Squads from Companies "A"', U W and "F" took part 
in the State Rifle Contest in Ferhandinn on duly 4th, 
and squads from Companies "IV and "F" took part in 
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the Interstate Rifle Contest at Savannah, tin., August 
25th to :ttsf. 1902, and were (lie winners Jointly of two 
of the money prises — »nc of $15.00 and tlie other of 
$25.00. Company "B" was the winner of the Silver Cup 
given t» the Company whose squad made the beat score. 
The greatest benefits were in the practical knowledge and 
information in regard To target practice gathered by 
both officers and men. 

l"nder orders from headquarters, ou August 2Gth 
Companies "A" and "F" furnished escort for the funeral 
of General Dickinson who was at one lime Adjutant 
General of the Mate, The escort was under command 
oi Maj. -I. s. Maxwell. 

"Mi August :.'7tli and 28th, Company "K" was ordered 
1o assist the civil authorities in protecting a prisoner 
in Kseambia County jail, and Company "*I" was held in 
readioesss fur tlie same duty. Within an hour after re- 
ceipt nf the order, a detachment from Company "K" had 
taken charge of the jail, and in two hours every member 
of ilie Company had reported for duty. That there was 
no actual I rouble- was believed to be due to the presence 
of the troops at tlie jail. 

On December 20th. Company E, at Live n*fc, was called 
out to aid the sheriff of Suwannee county in prevent- 
ing the lynching of a prisoner. 

The Stnie Troops have received very little encourage- 
ment during i he year, and there have l>eeu some occur- 
renees which have lneu very discouraging. Among the 
latter is ibe refusal of some of the counties to furnish 
armories. It is to tie hoped that this will be adjusted 
by the courts: or in the event of I heir failure to do so, 
by i be next Legislature. The fact that we have had no 
encampment, and that the tnops have not been brought 
together fiw any reason, has also had a discouraging ef- 
fect. 

However, during the yeai 1902, a change in tlie system 
of making reports and keeping records has been effected 
which has proven very lieneticial, aiflil ou the whole, I 
believe there is a general improvement in military 
knowledge and in the performance of duties. 

There has been some complaint among the officers as 
tn the amount of work they have been required to do in 
keeping the records and in making the reports, and I 
would recommend that they he made as simple as possi- 
ble consistent with the good of the service. 
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I should like again to renew my recommendation of 
lasl year iu regard to target practice. A good target 
range should be established in some central location 
where State Rifle Contests could l>e held and each Com- 
pany should be given the fullest encouragement to estab- 
lish range* for target practice as close to their headquar- 
ters an possible, so that it would lie convenient for the 
men to gel to the range daring any spare toe tkal i in y 
mijfkt have. I would also recommend that some of- 
ftcer be appointed as inspector of small arm* practice 
whose duty it would 1>e to encourage the various Com- 
panies Of the State Troops in the matter of target 
practice and give ihem all necessary information. 

Much is hoped and expected from the next session of 
the Legislature and on its action ;:i regard to appropria- 
tions for annual encampments, and other necessary ex- 
penses of keeping u'i the nnrnnisation, will dr- ■■*-* ''"* 
question of whether the Troops will continue to improve 
or not. A great many of the Companies seem to he hold- 
ing on simply to see if they will receive any encourage- 
ment. 

Before cloning this report I wish to refer to I he death 
of Capt ("lias. B. Sprat t. Assistant Burgeon of this Reg- 
iment, who died in this city Nov. 13th. 1W2. It is felt 
that in the death of ('not. Sprat t, the Regiment hits s,nf. 
fered a very severe loss, as lie had for many years been 
connected with the State Troops, and had during that 
time acquired a knowledge of military affairs which few 
attain, especially in his branch of the service, bavin.; 
served as a private no through the Hospital Corns' to I lie 
position which he held at his death, ITe was well known 
as one of the hesl surgeons in the State, ami was lovi d 
and honored by all who had the pleasure of being near 
him. 

I wish to acknowledge my appreciation of the int'T- 
est which has been taken by the Governor and Command- 
er iti Chief, and yourself iurinjc the past year in the let- 
ter me lit of the Florida State Troops, and to tlutnk the 
officers and men for their uniform kindness and courtesy 
to me.

I bare the honor to submit the following report as 
Commanding Officer of the Second Infantry. Florida 
State Troops, for the year ending Deoemlier 31st, 19U2. 

The organisation of Company "M" in March completed 
the (p:ut a of I lie companies allowed the regiment, but the 
year having passed withoot an encampment, or service 
to call the regimen/t. or even a few companies together, 
and having been mini* personally to make a tour of in- 
spect ion. I cannot report on the relative efficiency of the 
respective commands from personal observation; from the 
reports of the respective commanders can ^ay that none of 
them bare lost ground daring the year, while a few have 
made decided grains, 

Tlic organtxtd strength has been maintained in a man- 
ner which, when the numerous difficulties have been con- 
sidered, reflects great credit upon the Company Com- 
mand* rs. 

There is a noticeable Improvement iu the paper work 
of the officers, credit for which is largely due to the ex- 
cellent system of '■comuu nt slips" issued from the of- 
fice of the Adjutant General. While there is still great 
room for improvement in this line, especially in the mat- 
ter of promptness, I am of the opinion that one encamp- 
ment, or other gathering of the officers, at which this 
part of the work can be explained to. and discussed by 
Them, will put it on a very satisfactory basis. 

While none of the companies of the Second Regiment 
have been called out for ar[ servire daring the past 
year, several of them have been able to attend various 
events, such as the State Fair at Lake City and Jack- 
sonville's "(Jala Week", which have served materially 
in keeping up interest in the organizations, in the ab- 
sence of any strictly military gatherings. 

The equipment of the Companies generally, is in fair 
condition, t'u* only noticeable exception being "M'" of 
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the First Battalion, which received old equipment at its- 
organization last March. 

There has been an increased interest taken in target 
practice during the year, although confined to a small 
part of the regiment, the lack of suitable ranges being 
a serious hindrance in many instances. Tt is earnestly 
hoped that a suitable range will be established at some 
convenient point in tin? State, where competitive prr' 1 - 
tice can be held, thus tending to increase interest in 
this important branch of military duty. 

The system of examination of candidates for commis- 
sions has. I think, been a decided benefit to the Troops, 
causing greater rare to lie used in< Hip selection of of- 
ficers, which has in lurn resulted in a small percentage 
of the candidates failing to qualify. It has. however, 
entailed a great amount of work on the members of the 
examining boards. 

There are si ill a few vacancies in the regimental and 
battalion stalls, which I am endeavoring to fill as rapidly 
as suitable men can le found for the positions. 

In view of the probable passage of ihe "Dick"' bill by 
the Senate of flie Untied States, and the consequent op- 
portunity for the State Troops to take part in the 
"Maneuvers" of the Regular Army, I won Id recommend 
that the Troops be furnished with the 'iCahki" uniforms, 
these being better adapted to the work than the Blue, 
but not to do away with the blue entirely; also that if 
possible, the present regulation wall tents in the pos- 
session of the State Troops be exchanged for the con- 
ical wall tents, for reasons heretofore stated in my re- 
port upon the recent army maneuvers at Fort Riley, 
Kansas. 

With the excellent material we have to build with, I 
am sure that if the Legislature will only give us a fair 
amount of encouragement we can soon have a body of 
troops which, though small, will show a high degree of 
efficiency.

I haw the honor to report that the Battalion Field 
Artillery, composed of the First Battery, of this city, 
a = |.l tlie Second Battery, at I'ensarola. have not hail 
special service Sttring the year 1902 outside of the regu- 
lar weekly drills. The First Battery has had some tar- 
get practice, but no reports upon this subject have been 
received from the Second Buttery. 

A team from the First Battery attended a rifle con- 
test at Frruandiiia on July 4. llHKl; the contest was be- 
tween different companies of the Florida State Troops. 
The team of the First Battery mine out very suceess- 
fully; competing with teams from Companies A and B, 
1st Infantry, and a nam from Company *F, under Cap- 
tain LeFils. 

I attended the Interstate Rifle Contest at Savannah, 
Georgia, going there on September <i, 11*02, and remain- 
ing three days. Two teams a i tended from this eity; one 
from Company F, 1st Infantry, and the other from the 
First Battery. The former was very successful, win- 
ning several prizes. The team from the battery returned 
empty handed, but it's 'members ga'tintd valuable in- 
struction mi the range, worth many times the amount ex- 
pended ia going to and returning from Savannah. 

1 would emphasize ilie value of target practice, a ad 
most respeet fully recommend that it he encouraged and 
enforced. Not only should the enlisted ni«"n be compelled 
to have target practice, hut the officers as well, for an 
officer who is a poor shot is generally a poor instructor, 
a ad his heart is not in his work. The enlisted man who 
will sot become a good marksman is not entitled to the 
honor of wearing the uniform, and should be discharged. 
The qua liti cations of a young man ito hecome a soldier 
in the Florida State Troops should be: 1st— Of good char- 
acter; 2nd. A good shot. 

I attach a copy of an article from the pen of Captain 
Samuel A. Smoke. U. S. A., retired, which appeared in 
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the Florida Titms-t/nmn of December 83rd, 1 consid- 
er it of great value, and it fully expresses ui.v idea**. It 
should be published in circular form for the benefit of 
young men now — aud for those wishing to become mem- 
bers of the Florida State Troops, ar/1 for the "citizens 
of Florida in general, as it would enlighten many upon 
the advantage of military training for their sons.

REPORT OF FALL MANEUVEBS OF THE ARMY. 

HEADQUARTERS SECOND INFANTRY. F. 8, T. 
Gainesville. Fla.. October 2nd, 1903. .

SIR:— 

I have the honor to submit the following report of my 
observations attending the "Maneuver Division" at Ft. 
Riley. Kansas: 

lu compliance with General Order No. 10. A. Q. O, 
dated September 9th, I left Gainesville on September 
24 th, arriving at lor I Riley September 271 h. reporting 
at once, iu company with several officers from I he New 
England States, to Major General -I. C. ISates, Division 
Commander, who received us cordially and assigned us 
to quarters in ''Officers Row". Although the weather 
was "Xtereniely disagreeable, especially to one accas* 
touted to the balmr air of the South, being cold and wet, 
we were made as comfortable as possible, provided with 
tents and folding cots, sioves were placed in the tents 
lhat we niijdil temper the atmosphere to suit our con 
venience, A large mess lent was pin-bed at one side 
convenient to the camp where the officers were accommo- 
dated with the necessities of life and we were at once 
made to feel -at home." 

The following day being Sunday, no maneuvers were 
participated in and we had an opportunity of recoanoit- 
eriug the camp in company with Gea. Bates on his tmir 
of inspection. 
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The rumps of t li« respective commands were laid out 

siniil.iL- to (he plan prescribed in Drill Regulations and 
in vogue with The National Guard, with few exceptions. 
Tlie teuis occupied by the enlisted uieu were conical wall 
instead of the regulation wall Lent such as are used by 
tuir St m^ Troops, and proved to be quite comfortable 
and move convenient in many ways ; more conveniently 
heated if necessary, occupying leas space for eaeli com- 
pany or organization, us each tent accommodated 
twelve or fourteen men, and in transportation less time 
was rcijuii-oil i U strike cam p. pack bagj.ige and less 
weight for which transportation was required; tlie mess 
tent for the nieii was pitched na the opposite side of the 
camp between officers quarters and the company streets, 
thus being farther removed from the "sinks" and less 
troubled in consequence by the "fly nuisance", which, 
from a sanitary view, was an advance over our system. 

Gen. Bates and staff occupied :1 position iu camp at 
the base of the "Foot llilts" jnst aoove and west of the 
Garrison, (he officers row iu front to t!is Booth. The 
camps of the troops, extending still further to the South, 
m-ranged in order well suited to sanitary rules, and the 
purposes for which we were assembled, were the iitti, 7th, 
19th, 20th and 28th batteries Field Artillery. Detach- 
ment of Mountain Battery, Detachment Signal Corps, 
Battalion of Engineers, Detachment of Hospital Corps 
with Field Hospital complete in all it's details. Oth- 18th 
and 22nd 1". S. Infantry. Squadrons of the 4th and 8th 
Calvary, Two Th-gimeuts Kansas National Guard and a 
I'.atlalion of Infantry from the Colorado National 
Guard. The States represented by Ofticers without com- 
ma ml were: Massuchuset ts, Rhode Island: Connecticut; 
New York; New Jersey: Pennsylvania ; Maryland; Ohio; 
Illinois; Indiana; Michigan; Wisconsin; North Dakota; 
Otklalionia ; Nebraska; California; Colorado; Texas; 
New Mexico; Georgia and Florida; the full expense of 
the same being borne by the respective States, with the 
exception of Texas and Florida. 

SANITATION 

Camps were drained by pipes or open ditches from 
hydrants to the river below the camp. Garbage waa 
deposited in galvanized barrels or cans, hauled away 
twice each day fo a distance from the camp and hurnsd, 
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in- deeply buried, such as con id bo hurued wore fired, 
other* buried. Camps were thoroughly policed morning 
iitnl evening anil Hip sinks disinfected. For a thorough 
disinfection, liny or straw to (tic depth of one or two 
feet was- deposited In the sinks, saturated with erude 
in rroleuiii. using from one pint to one gallon for each 

sink, tliou Immcd out. lite whole was then sprinkled with 
; i solution of slaked Hn;e and water. This, after several 
experiments, has been adopted ns the lK'st method of 
cant] sanitation.

Tae wink of the Signal Corps was effective and in- 

si endive. Combining the use of the telegraph, telephone 
and ting signals. 

liXGIXEKtt C0BPS. 

At ike eantp of the Kngineers. daring the week of tiie 
maneuvers, we were shown the practical workings of 
the corps in constructing trenches or fortifications 
against attack from infantry and artillery. These in- 
cluded sand bag i-evi fitments, littrdle trenches and wire 
entanglements agaituri cava try to retrial "charges." Itur- 
ing the execution of the "problems'* the various forms of 
eum:ichmcnt were put to practical use. 

AMurt.ANcK cones. 

The Amlinlance Corps consists of one Captain and two 
Lieutenants, all sturgeons, twelve medical line officers. 
fifteen non-com missioned officers— live of whom were full 
Stewards and ten were acting Hospital Stewards — and 
sixty-five privates. There were nine ambulances, two 
traverse and four escort wagons, one of which was a 
medical supply wagon. The Corps was divided into three 
sections, three ambulances and otic wagon to each sec- 
lion. This outfit is considered sufficient for a llrignde 
and docs the work for the brigade or organization to 
Which it is attached. In action these were divided into 
three lines: the Regimental station lieing just hack of 
the Reserves where an examination is made of Hie 
wounded by the Regimental Surgeons and each marked 
OT taggrd showier which are in need of "urgent atten- 
tion" and which "call for transportation," etc. from this 



station die wounded arc - removed to the "Prsasiag 
Sun ion." from there to the '"Field Hospital" and then 
to tin? "Hasp Hospital", previous to the engagement tin? 
Dressing station is established as near the "firing line" 
us is considered safe, and here no amputations are made 
or halts probed for. except such cas-s as are absolutely 
necessary, tm r each cast- is diagnosed and removed to the 
Field Hospital. This system of tagging facilities the 
care of (he patients as t'.ie surgeons ami nurses can read- 
ily tell without further dHav for ixainiivtinn, what 
cases should Wb first attended to, and arrange accord- 
ingly. Field Hospitals are provided with "anti peptic 
siul s* s constructed of galvanized iron, which can .:e 

e;i»ily dis infer led and removed. 

Jt.YXEL'VERS. 

The ".Maneuvers" included "arriving and making 
camp": rcgiimuiul drill both close and extended order; 
formation of all outpost's with fxcrnVo in attack and de- 
ft use, in which the Regulars first established the outpost, 
the officers of the National Guard accompanying the 
Commander. The outpost having been completed or es- 
tfthlislud the Regular? were withdrawn and tlmir places 
substituted by the National Guard, when the attack was 
i*i'e by a small f ice of Regular troops; this being the 
only exercise or problem especially for the instruction 
of the National Guard: exercise of each regiment in the 
formation and conduct of "advance and rear guards": 
advance Guard of a Division and development of a Divis- 
ion fin- battle: contact of opposing forces 'of all arms: 
attack and defense of a convoy: attack and defense of 
a position (entire command) and construction of mod- 
ern bridges and pontoon bridges. A full report in de- 
tail nf these maneuvers cannot here be given, but is with- 
in r acli of ttie troops in the on Wished report of Colonel 
Arthur L. Wagner. Assistant Adjutant General U. 8. 
A.. Chief Tin nire ar Ft. Riley, which is cousise, admira- 
bly written, full of interest to every officer and member 
of flic National Guard, and will prove instructive to all 
who will take pains to read it. and which it is hoped 
n 'ay I>e carefully studied hy each officer of the Florida 
Slate Troops. 

The "Maneuvers" were followed each evening by lec- 
tures upon various subjects of interest to the officers,. 



including not only the discussion of l lw? problem for the 
day. but "CmimiisMiry", ''Strategy Defense,'' etc. 
The benefit to be derived from these '"Maneuvers" by 

TheNational Giiai's! cannni hcnvei* estimated especially to 
those paiiicipating w i:iviiigi!ieu:i'xperS'ncpiii the methods 
of actual warfare without ilie fatal results, oh!ahii:ig 
f i-i mi actual contact with (lie enemy, tending to make 
them more efficient in si rvice, makes a great school of 
just ruction for the Volunteer soldier, and brings Them 
iuto closer relations than ever before with the Regular 
army iu the d,- tensive system of Hip Coin fry. And to 
this end i! is earnestly desired that the military bill now 
pending hefon* Congress lie »i>eedily passed, that 
the National Guard way Ik* equipped with the same 
arms as are ai present used by the Regular army and 
participate in these annual maneuvers. lint I would 
recommend that if the Southern troops are 'to participate 
in these maneuvers, some more southern site he selected 
if possible for the camp, the climate, of Fort Riley, espec- 
ially during the month of .October, being a little too 
rigorous for the health of those who will he required to 
expose themselves to the "discomforts" of ramp life. 
The visiting officers, comprising I he "Observation 

Party*' were afforded every opportunity for obtaining 
information respecting their duties in every branch >f 
the service, a regular officer being detailed as "Guide" 
who explained each problem as it progressed, and every 
eourtessy possible was exteijled by the officers of the 
Regular Army to enable ns to become familiar wi"th array 
life in all its details, from office work to field service. 
Thus breaking down the harriers heretofore seeming t* 
exist between the Regular Army an/1 the National Guard 1 . 

In conclusion, I wish particularly to thank Major 
General Bates and his staff for the many courtesies ex- 
tended for our comfort, as well as for information. 

Hoping that the full strength or the Florida Rta<1e 
Troops or at least a large number of the officers, may lie

I have the honor to sub- 
mit the following report of inspections of companies i, 
K and L. 2nd Infantry, made by me at the armories of 
such companies on the following dates: 

Co. 1, Key West, May 21, 19112. 

Co, L. Miami, May i*:!. V.W2. 
Co. K. Imyfona, May 24, l!Mt2. 
Tin' company at Key West is BOW quartered in cme of 
1he rooms of ihe County Conrl Ftonse, and is not pro- 
vided with proper facilities for caring for public prop- 
erty; Imt the Commissioners of Muuroe County ate 
now erecting an armory which will be ready for occu- 
pancy within a few weeks. The building is being con- 
strncted in accordance with designs prepared hv military 
officers and will be well suited for armory purposes. 
Notwithstanding that proper notification had hern given 
given to all the men through company orders, it lie at- 
tendance at this inspection was small, only sixteen being 
present. The result is shown in (he following re- 
marks: 

Discipline — poor. Arms — fair 
Inst ru ft ion — good. Accou tcrnien ts — fa i r. 
Military appearance — good. Clothing?— 

somewhat worn. 
The company at Miami is now quartered in a store on 
one of the principal business streets, hut the Commis- 
sioners of Dade Couiily are creeling a two story stone 
building, 'the lower Boot to be used as a jail, and the 
second floor to be fitted up as an armory for this com- 
pany. From the size of the building I do not think the 
new quarters will he all that might be desired, but. if 
supplied with lockers and necessary store rooms, the lack 
of an assembly and drill room of proper size can be borne 
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with, as the climate and condition of the streets will 1 
nearly ahvayr permit of outdoor drill. 

There were thirty-fire men present at the inspection 
of Co. L. the result of which is shown in the following 
remarks :

Induction — fair Aceouterinents — fair. 
Military appearance — fair. Clothing— good. 
Company K is providid with an armory, the assem- 
bly room of which contains ample floor space fur ma- 
neuvering the company. Cnfor Innately the men have 
no lockers, but they could he constructed at very small 
cost, when the antiorv would he complete. Mitch impr- 
est is being manifested by the men of this company since 
the election of their new Cajitainf, and many new enlist- 
ments have been made. 

Twenty-seven men were present at the inspect inn. The 
condition of the company is shown in the following re- 
marks : 

Instruct ion — good. Aceouternicnts — fail-. 
1 Hscipline — good. Anns — fair. 
Military appearance — fair. Clothing — coin- 
pletely worn out as result of long usage. 
While in Key West I found a quantity of property form* 
erly in possession of Naval Militia at that point, "f which 
there is no record in this office. These stores include a 
gatliug gun, a one pound rapid fire gun and about forty 
stands of Lee-Medford rifles, aggregating iti value several' 
thousand dollars. I made arrangements to have (his prop- 
erty cleaned, packed and shipped to the l", S. Xavy Yard 
at Pensacula. in order ihal the State may receive credit 
for it.

I have the honor to submit the following, my report 
upon inspections of the several organizations composing 
tin; Florida State Troops, made at their home stations: 

riiNSACOLA. 

Ob August Unth the lieadjuartcrs of tbe Third Battal- 
ion and Companies 1 and K of the 1st Ii*.fautry, and the 
Second IJattery. Field Artillery, were inspected at Pen- 
saeohi. Thougii not strong in numbers, the infantry 
companies made a very good appearance. The battery 
paraded only eleven men; some of it's members were re- 
ported as being out of the city, but many were ahsent 
will: <i itI leave. The battalion, under command of Major 
U. M. Cary, 1st Infantry, was formed in the spacious drill 
hall of the Escambia County Armory, where the ceremo- 
nies of inspection and mnsier were held, ihe inspector being 
accompanied and assisted by Colonel Thomas Y. Kessler, 
A. I>. C The clothing seemed to be well cared for. and 
sufficient, eseepl l hat one or two men wore no cap orna- 
ments, and some appeared without leggings. The arms 
were in fair condition, hut there were several very bad 
pieces. In Company "I" brasses, buttons and leather had 
be ii cleaned and polished. At this station an armorer 
is employed to care for the anas and accoutennents of 
the Three organizations. This arrangement is very good, 
1ml il was recommended to the commanding officers that 
each enlisied man be made responsible for the care of 
his own equipment. 

Tin- liaitt-i-y had i wo field |>ieccs, B gattli&% pin and a 
1U pounder Held Howitzer, The latter is old and hardly 
scrvicable; its carriage, and limber are both decayed and 
entirely worthless, This piece has been in use since the 
Sixties, and is the property of tbe State. Tt was ordered 
turned in to the State Arsenal. Tbe men of the battery 
have all been practiced in galling gun drill, and are 
also equipped with Springfield carbines, with which they, 
drill as infantry. 

A quantity of unservicable clothing and stores was 
found on hand with each company, and the responsible of- 



uceri were directed to make application for a hoard of 
survey. There was much room for improvement in ad 

mi.uis'lrative work in all the companies. While cash ac- 
counts and records of issues to enlisted men were kept. 
the persrribed company books were not kepi, ami if on 
band wtre not posted. Only Company "I" had organized 
a Summary Court, 

It is very necessary that the armory at- I/eusneulu 
should he provided with suitable store rooms and with 
individual lockers for the enlisted men. 

ACALACIIICOLA. 

Company "I,". 1st Infantry, was inspected at it's artu- 
ovv in Apalachieola on August 2!ith. The inspector was 
accompanied by Captain C. H. B. Floyd. A. D, C. This 
cruumiuy paraded it's full complement of officers and 
tliirty- three men. The ceremonies of inspection aid 
muster wire correctly executed and the company made 
an excellent appearance. Tlie a litis were in fair condi- 
tion, and clothing clean, neat and uniform, except as to 
collars, «f which I here was a pre at variety of sly let-". -\>- 
emiteriuents were in good condition and brasses, tratt»na 
and leather bad been well polished. Proficiency in drill 
was shown, both in tie id movements and in manual of 
arms. Administrative work with this company is fair; 
mosey and property accounts are kept, but letter books 
were not posted. There is a Summary Court which is 
properly conducted, and discipline is pood. 

The armory at this station is a splendid structure 
which was erected by the county at a cost of about 
*U.i>i)U. It's appointments are perfect in every reawef, 
ami it is without question (he finest armory in the State. 

MARIANXA. 

Company "M". 1st Infaiitry.was inspected at the opera 
house in Mnriannn on Tuesday September 2nd. The in- 
spector was accompanied by Major U. M, Cary, 1st In- 
fantry. This organization is without an armory and 
only secured the use of a hall for the evening. The com- 
pany made a pond appearance; uniforms are new and are 
welj cared for: the brasses, buttons and leather were 
polished, and the rifles in pood condition. The company 
is not fully equipped, but no effort has been made to se 
enre additional supplies for the reason that the command- 
ing officer wn-s without means for caring for them, no 
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armory or store room having Ik en provided him. Oifly 
one officer was present with tJTe coui'*any — the Captain. 
Drill was fairly well executed, bol there was lacking that 
snap and precision which comes of practice. Property ac- 
counts were kept, hnl no Idler luniks, and there were 
in i flics of general and special orders. Xo Summary Court 
had been ;!|i|ioin1cd. 

TALLAHASSEE. 

Company "IK" 1st Infantry was inspected at it's armory 
in Tallahassee mi ihc otght Of Senlenibcr Rth. Tft> ntv 
Tienranec of this conn winy was not good. The uniforms 
were ohl. and many of I hem hadlv worn. The arms were 
in fait* condition with the execution of some few pieces 
whirl] were in rery had shone. r>rill was fair. Adnsinis- 
trative work very poor, Willie a record of pronerly was 
kept, no of her eoinnany bonks were. aMd the files nf or- 
di rs were not complete. A Summary Cnnrt had lieen an 
nointed. hut was mil properly conducted. The rommand- 
insr officer was iostrticted to make rrqui sit inn for ail 
stores necessary in complete (he citnimnent of his com- 
pany, and to ask for the appointment nf a hoard of surrey 
to examine and pass ihwhj flip rnaservirabte stores. 

In strong contrast with tin* oomnanv in the noisrhhorinc 
cifv of Apalaehicola. and, in fa el. wilii a maiority of 
of the others in the Rtah? Tritons, this enntnanv seems to 
r-ceivc 1-nt little eufmira'Piticnt ami smtpnrf front the 
efHitmni'itv, It is honed that mea'is teay he found- fnr re- 
viving interest in this organization and restoring it to 
it*s former state of efficiency. Tf a military company is 
to be maintained at the Capital ft ought to be: a good one. 

LIVE OAK. 

On September the 8th the IToadiinnrtors of the 2nd 
.Battalion and Ponman.v ' ; T"\ of (he 1st Infautrv. were in- 
RTtected at tho armory in Live Oak. The company did not 
swear to very cood auVnntae-e. Onlv a few nf (he nn>n 
were present, and a majority of thorn were without 
uniforms. All clothing in nossession nf this enmnnnv 
bad hcen Ions in nee. and most of it anneared completely 
worn out. The arms ami aeennterments. or such of them 
as were presented for inspe^lion. were in fair condition. 
T'ie commanding officer was directed to dismiss the men 
who were present, and to make requisition immediate- 
ly for clothing to flt out his company. The quarters oc- 
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cupied by this company are uot well adapted for armory 
purposes. Tber« is oo secure room for storing public 
property, and the hickera, which are squad and not in- 
dividual lockers, were nearly al! '■• i'-cu ;md onservicahle. 
Money and property accounts wn re kepi by the command- 
ing ut'ncer, but a« leter luniks. A Summary Court had been 
appointed, but bad tried no cases. Since tlie date of itie 
inspection mv aniforuis have been supplied this com- 
pany, 

I.AK1: CITY. 

Company "1L". lstt Infantry, was inspected September 
Hth. Italy a very lew were present, but this was explained 
in a measure, by the fact that a great many of the origin- 
al enlistments bad expired the mouth previous. The 
clothing was in fair condition, but the appearance of the 
ineu con Id have been improved had more attention been 
given to securing uniformity. Collars were not of the pre- 
scribed style 1 ; cap ornaments were not worn by all; some 
had their blouses iinbu tinned at the neck, and one appear- 
ed wiiliout legglus. Instruction was good. The armory 
is rented by the county; the assembly room is of good 
size, and there are two large store rooms, but the roof 
leaks, and the building is in much need of repair. Many 
of the lockers were broken. Honey and property accounts 
were kept, but so company letter and order books. No 
Summary Court had bees appointed. The commanding 
officer assured the Inspector that immediate steps would 
be taken to recruit the company up. 

JACKSONVILLE. 

The troops at Jacksonville were inspected and mustered 
on the afternoon of September 11th; Colonel Charles P. 
Lovell, 1st Infantry, commanding. The bat ta lions were 
formed on Julia Street, south of the Hemming rack; the 
infantry under Major John s. Maxwell, and the artillery 
under Major Jacob Gumbiuger. Each of tbe infantry 
companies paraded over fifty men. and the 1st Battery, 
Field Artillery, had a gat ling gun squad and a platoon 
equipped as infantry, the new gun carriages and limbers 
for it's field Howitzers not having arrived. 

The clothing of all enlisted men was new. and appear- 
ed to be well eared for. Uniform neck wear distiujguish- 
ed the soldiers here from those at many other stations. 
Anns and aceon ferments were fairly clean, and iu servic- 
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ablt condition ami the galling gun of the batterj was in 
first class order. The ceremonies of inspection and 
muster ware correctly executed and were followed hy a 
parade. The ti-oojts then passed in review before the in- 
specting officer, who was accompanied by Colonel H. M. 
de.\|oniinollnt. i 'oimuissary General. 

The entire command presented a most excellent military 
appearance, and the several organizations nia.v lie justly 
complimented upon the credit able manner in which they 
acquitted themselves. The ceremonies were witnessed, 
and apparently enjoyed, by hundreds of citizens; but had 
the poli** nade some effort to keep hack the people who 
crowded among and interfered with the movements of 
the companies i!ie spectacular eflt et wold have been hight- 
encd. 

Since i he fire whicli destroyed the Duval County Arm- 
ory i lie organizations have become scattered by securing 
rooms hi different localities. Company' '"l""'' is quartered in 
the Emory Block, on Bay Street: Conipaay "A" in the 
Herkeitoer Block, on Ka>t Bay Stre: t. and the 1st Battery 
iii a building in Ihe rear of the Ilerkeimer Block, between 
Ocean and Nomina St reels. AD of the buildings are new 
and i lie quarters in good order. The infantry companies 
have si ure rooms, inn the battery has not, and none of the 
armories have lockers; the men being required to keep 
their uniforms at home. With the exception of a record 
of property, and account of public funds, no company 
hooks had been kept by any of these organizations. Sum- 
mary Courtis bad been appointed, but no cases tric-d ; how- 
ever, the discipline is good. 

The Band of the 1st Inraiitry is an excellent organiza- 
tion, both front a musical and military standpoint, and 
•the regiment las reason to feel prqnd of it. At the in- 
sjiection the uniforms were neat and appeared 10 be welt 
cared for. The instruments were in first-class order. Most 
of the instruments are owned by members of the hand, 
but, since the lire, a few have been supplied through this 
office-. The band is quartered in the armory of Company 
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Company "B". 1st Infantry, was inspected at T t's arm- 
ory in FernaiMlina on September 12th.. the inspector being 
accompanied on bis visit to this station by Colonel 
*C!iarhs I*. Love] I. The arntorv is located on Center 
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Street, and while rented for the exclusive use of the 
company, is fit tell up as an opera house ami sab-rented 
by the company for that purpose. There arc two small 
store rooms and a large assembly room. Individual lock- 
ers should he provided for the men: they nnw keep their 
uniforms aud some equipment at home. Company "II" 
pip'rtded every member in the city at that time, and it's 
military appearance was excellent. The condition of cloth- 
ing, arms and equipment was excellent, and the instruc- 
tion good. If the company letter hooks had 1>een posted, 
this company would be entitled to a high ratimi upon ad- 
ministrative work, for all other papers and records were 
in nroper form. A Sutnmarv Court l>as been appointed 
and a number of eases tried; the records showing that Ihe 
court had been prop* ply conducted. Discipline excellent. 

STARK E. 

The Headquarters of the 3rd Battalion and Company 
"E'\ 2nd Infant! ry. werv inspected at the armory in 
Starke on September i:ttli. Uniforms were good and arms 
in fair condition. Instruction fair. The armory of I his 
company is located on th" second 1 Hi tor of the Alva rex 
Block. There is a large assembly room and two small 
store rooms. I.arije chests arc ranged nlomr the walls in 
the assembly room, and are used for storin.tr pronerty'j 
and alsi) as seats. The men kern their uniforms at home, 
bill lockers should be provided. A prooerty hook and 
register of the number of the rides issued were the only 
books kent bv this comiiany. A Snmma r y Court had br-en 
appointed, but had not been properly conducted, 

GAINESVILLE. 

Headquarters and Company "H". 2nd Infantry, were 
insTtected at Gainesville on September l,"»th.. Colonel d hn 
E. Lamhelh. Insntytor General, accompanying the Adju- 
tant General at this station. Conumnv "H" passed an ex- 
eeptionallv good Inaoection. The clothing, arms and equip- 
ment were all in eood condition; ceremonies were correct- 
ly executed, and instruction shown to lie (rood. In the 
manual of arms the comoanv was esnecially proficient. 
The armory is located in the Porter Block, corner of Cnion 
and \Y(st Main Streets. There are two store rooms, but 
the asembly room is entirely too small and there are no 
lockers. All public oropertv wa* found to be in good con- 
dition, systematically arranged in the store rooms, and 
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well cared for. Administrative work was excellent ; all 
company books and n cords properly kept. A Summary 
Court had been appointed, and a number of cases tried. 
Tilt' Court lias been properly conducted. Discipline is 
good, Company "It" deserves to be i-ninplhtiented upon 
i lie Blowing made at this inspection, 

OCALA. 

Company '"A", 2ml Infanlry. was inspected at Ocala 
en SepH'iiilN 1 !' 16th, The eoinpany presented a fair ap- 
pearance. Inn clothing was insufficient, and some of it 
badly worn. Arms were not in very pood order, some of 
tie pi:ees being qnite rusty. Instruction good. A Rum- 
marv I'onrt lias heeit appointed; several cases have been 
tried, and l lie record was in proper form. Company hooks 
Were all posted excejil "letters Selil" and "Received." 
Tlie armory is loeaied on Fort King Avenue, and is a 
two slory brick hoildiiiT. owned by the County. The as- 
sembly room is 30X66 feet square, and takes up the en- 
tire first Boor. Above there is a meeting room, two lock- 
er rooms and two store rooms. Each man is provided with 
a locker. The offices of tlie Comity Superintendent of 
Public 1 nst nn-i inn are also in ftfg building. The window* 
and doors are not very secure and for that reason pub- 
lic pronerry is not safe, otherwise the bni'ding would 
be considered suitable for armory purposes.

Company "IV". 2nd Infantry, was i;. spewed at Leesburg-

ing, arms and aeeou ferments w?~c m «•>•»<] condition. In- 
struct ion good. The armory is Tocated in a brick block 
in the heart of the city, on Main Street, the second floor 
being used exclusively for that purpose. There is a large 
assembly rooin. two locker rooms, fitted with individual 
Ioekers;a recepl ion room. and an office. The roof leaks and 
tlie building is somewhat in need of repairs. All public 
assembly room, and an office. The roof leaks and the 
building is somewhat in need of repairs. All public 
property wan found in good condition. TIn j Company 
Quartermaster Serjeant's record of issues to cnlls'ed men 
was found to he the only company book kept: but there 
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were files of orders and retained copies of report*. A 
Summary Court has been appointed, bat ie> cases have 
bee 11 tried. 

IHIOOKSVII.LK. 

Company "M", 2nd fafanrry, was inspected at rtr<>oks- 
ville on September tSili. This company has only recently 
been admitted to the state Troops; haw a large nfemlier- 
shi[j. at (1 the men take uracil interest in it. The uni- 
form* are new, and in excellent condition, Imr the ord- 
nance, having been transferred from a company at 
Jasper, where tl had been long in use, was found to he 
in rattier poor shape, Tlie lieutenants elect of ibis com- 
pany have not yet qualified by examination for commis- 
sion, and the Captain is somewhat at a disadvantage 

with a company of new men. and no officers to arsis' hint. 
Company "M" has the use of a ball two ni^hls in each 
week, and the exclusive use of two small rooms adjoin* 
ing. There is not sufficient storing room, and lockers 
are badly needed. A majority of the men live at some 
distance from the station, and it would he belter if uni- 
forms and eipiippint'iit could be kept in lockers at the 
armory, otherwise articles of the uniform may be worn 
by men when off duty. AH company hooks, except let- 
ter books, were correctly posted. 

tut.\im;,\T<iwN. 

On September Sfltn the inspector visited llraidenfown 
for the purpose of examining public property in posses- 
sion of the First Division of Naval Militia at that point. 
It was found to he well eared for. though much of it was 
nnservicable when it was turned over to this division. 
An armory is provided by the County, and there are 
lockers and suitable store rooms. 

TAIM'A. 

The band and Company "F". 2nd Infantry, was inspect- 
ed at Tampa Oty September I'l'ml. There were thirty-, 
seven men present with the company, which presented a 
fairly good appearance, though many uniforms were 
rather the worse. for wear, and the equipment was found 
to be incomplete in several respects. Instruction was 
good, as evidebced by the drill that followed the ceremon- 
ies of inspection and muster. Arms were in fair condi- 
tion. The armory is in a building erected over the river, 
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and Facing OH the LaFuyette Street bridge. Owing to 
it's proximity to the water it is ttot adapted for armory 
purposes; the dampness being vt-i-y usurious to anus 
ami tieinl equipments* Tin re is a large assembly room, 
but mi lockers, a ml store rooms are needed. Administra- 
tive v.:ni; could be counted good i( company letter 
books had been kept. There is a Summary Court, and 
eases'. lin vl' been properly conducted, but discipline is not 
as good as it should be. 

The Hand of the 2nd Infantry is quartered in the 
armory with Company "F". From what could be learn- 
ed, it larks even a semblance of military organization.. 
Tne Chief Xlu.-ieiaii had In en away from the station for 
sev.ral months, ami as no other mm-eomieissioued of- 
ficers had ever been appointed, there was no one who could 
be held accountable tor the failure of the hand to comply 
with the order for inspection. A number of men who 
had returned from some civil engagement were found 
in the armory an hour or more after the time set for the 
Inspection. In talking over the situation some of them 
admit red the lack of military organization and expressed 
them selves as desirous of having new officers appoint- 
ed and continuing in the service, but others appeared 
to bare ne id*a of the obligations placed upon them by 
enlistment, and seemed to feel that iu being ordered out 
for inspection, or being called upon to play for that cer- 
nioriy. their rijiis were infringed upon. This hand has 
nut been called upon to perform any service for more 
than two years, and it's members should not loose sight 
of the fact that the uniforms they wear, the quarters 
they occupy, and. in addition, an allowance of a hundred 
dollars a year are given them by the State. At the conclu- 
sion of the conference Captain A. IT. Rlanlding, Begimen- 
1al Adjutant, who accompanied the inspector to Tampa 
for the purpose of investigating the affairs of the band, 
issued an order for a meeting to be held for the purpose 
of nominating for appointmerit a Chief Musician and 
other non-commissioned officers. 

This baud is no doubt an excellent musical organiza- 
tion, but unless something can be don* to bring it up 
to a higher state of military efficiency. I shall recom- 
mend that it be mustered out of the service. 

Captain Charles S, Nobles, Commissary of the 2nd 
Infantry, accompanied the inspecting officer at Ocala. 
Leesburg, Brooksville and Tampa. 
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RAUTOW. 

Company *•<">". 2nd Infantry, was inspected at Bartow 
on September 28*3, The company presented n good mili- 
tary appearance, uniforms ami eqninpiuent being in trnnd 
order. Drill in both field movements and the man mil of 
arras was good. A store in the Hooker Building, on 
Broadway, is used as an, armory. The assembly room is 
small and there is only one other room. A store room for 
military property is needed. The lockers are not s'vtir**. 
All eotniMiny bucks except letter books were on hand and 
posted^ No Summary Court bas been appointed. 

ORLANDO. 

Tlie Headquarters of tlie ls=t Battalion and Company 
*'C". 2nd Infantry, were inspected at Orlando on Reptem- 
her 24fh. The armory is located on the third floor of a 
Inree brick huilriin? e\t< Tiding from Court to Main Street. 
There is an assrnihlv room measuring 48X80 feet: a 
locker room and a store room. New lockers are required, 
hot otherwise the condition of the armory is Rood.. 
Tl'*« eoin"inv vns "r's^nterl foe Inspection in Khaki, 
which uniform'* arc the Property of th D companv. instead 
of in the i^n la t ion uniform, as ordered: for this reason 
the iuxTo'^fr is unable to report upon the condition cf 
the latter^KWms and aecoi; ferments were in fair condi- 
tion, though several pieces were without firing pins. The 
eompauiv had no amnnifinn. There were no company 
honks, hut a record of issues of cloth ins to enlisted men 
had been kept by the Company Quartermaster Screen nt. 
and an account of public funds hv the Captain. Retained 
copies of the reports were on hand, hut no flips of general 
ail 1 special orders. No Summary Conrt had been ap- 
pointed. 

FAI.ATKA. 

Company "D". 2nd Infantry, was inspected at Palatka 
on September 25th. The condition of this company was 
not good. The minimum number of men were not paraded 
arod verv few of those present had complete uniforms. 
The clothing of this companv was fonnd to lie complete- 
ly- worn out. and mnch of the eouippment in had order. 
The Captain had only a short time previous been com- 
missioned and assigned to dutv, and he found the organ- 
ization in a badly demoralized condition. Most of 
those present on the night of the inspection were recruits, 
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consequently the ceremonies were imperfectly executed 
and drill was poor. No records of public property of 
funds luid been kept, nor books of any description. 

There were neitlu r retained copies of reports 
nor Hies nf orders on hand, and no Summary Court had 
1k*cii appointed. The armory is on the second floor of 
the Florida Cotuiuercial Building, oa Water Street. It 
is well appointed, tin re being a large assembly room, 
a large locker room, two dressing rooms, and several other 
apartments. There are lookers, and a good store room. 
Colonel de.Monimollin was again with the inspector at 
this station. 

ST. .Mo I STINK. 

Company "< i". 1st Infantry, was inspected at it's arm- 
ory in St. Augustine, on September 26th. This company 
presented an excellent appearance. Uniforms were new 
and vm II cared for, the arms and aci-onicrmenls in good 
order. Instruction good. Discipline fair. The armory is 
iu the Opera llnnse I'lnr-k. There is a large assembly 
room, reception room, dressing room ami a store room; 
inn i he latter is not large enough. Individual lockers 
have been provided. A Summary Court has been appoint- 
ed, hut no cases tried. Had company liool^Mieeii kept, 
the administrative work of the company ^ild be re- 
ported as good. Captain Frank J. Ho watt. Quartermaster 
1st Infantry, accompanied the inspector at this station. 

Companies !►. I, K. and M, of the 1st Infantry; com- 
paniis C. It. and M, of the 2nd Infantry, and the 2nd 
Battery of Field Artillery reported having had no small 
arms practice during the year. 

ui;i:i.\! i:\t.u, Axn u.ytt.u.ion in:.\.hnr.UiTi:us. 
Mm-e attention slionid !«■ given 1o administrative work 
in regimental and battalion headquarters. It was found 
that proper hooks had not been kept at the headquarters 
of tit her regiment, nor of the I'.attalion of Arllhry; and 
this was also the ease at all hat ta lion headquarters, ex- 
cept in the case of the 1st Battalion, 1st Infant ry. where 
paper work is excellent. The Majors of the 2nd Infantry 
have not yet nominated their Rati alien Quartermasters. 
Regimental commanders and many of the battalion emn- 
n anders have not yet appointed all non-commissioned 
staff officers; this should be done without further driay, 
and Quartermasters lie instructed to draw such clothing 
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and equippment as may be required for mm-commission- 
i (1, nfiict rs. 

It {« a ijim-tunt tli at regimental and battalion mm- 
manners Keep in close touch with their eonipanks. They 
»ve responsible for i lie efficiency of their commands, an J 
should keep informed as to tin condition of the organi- 
zations romprisig theiu. They shou! see that the com- 
,. '.nits arc kept recruited to l lie prescribed standard, and 
Tklien -they hiivc falleit In-low the minimum allowed, 
should urge the company officers to secure new eulist- 
meets; they should insist that regular drills be held, 
nod should on! line and direct the course of instruction 
to be followed : they should make certain that proper 
discipline is maintained, and,' to this end. that summary 
courts are appointed and correctly conducted. All these 
matters they may keep advised e/f through the me- 
(Horn cjf the Quarterly Keturu ami ] trill Iteport, it was 
for such purpose that this report was designed. 

It is a mistaken idea that when not with the troops 
in the field colonels ami majors have no duty to perform 
other than to forward communications which in following 
••military channels." hnppi n to pass through their offices. 
Tf the subject nuttier of these communications are not to 

receive consideration at intermediate headquarters, why 
send them then* at all? If it is. one. which can be settled by 
the regimental commander, why send II to the Adjutant 
General's Office? Hundreds of inquiries as to minor mat- 
ters of administration are received her.' front company of- 
fleers which could and should be answered by battalion 
coiiniiandi is. Every officer should look to his immediate 
mi peri or for instruction and guidance, and senior of fleers 
should he evtr ready I > counsel and to advise, and should 
be so active in the wofk of supervision as to make their 
influence felt and to cause company officers to realize 
that they are responsible to intermediate commanders 
as will as to die Commander-in-Chief. 

In closing this report of the annual tour of inspect- 
ion I wish to record my appreciation of the many courte- 
sies which were extended i" me ny both officers and enlist- 
ed men. ami citizens' at the various stations of the 
troops.

I. The following regulations as to enlistments prescribed tor 
the Florida State Trtops, and are publish'.-! as a substitute for 
Article XIV", "Laws and Regulations Governing the Florida State 
Troops." 

Section (57. Applicants Tor "enlistment it> the Florida' State 
T loops shall lie limited to able bodied inhabitants or this 
State, between the ages of eighteen ?ind ferry five, who are citi- 
zens of the United States or who may have declared their Inten- 
tion to beccme citizens tlierecf. 

The enlistment of persons of any of the following classes la 
prohibited. Former soldiers whose service during their last 
teim of enlistment was "not henest anl faithful," insane or in- 
toxicated persons, deserters or persons who have been dishonora- 
bly discharged frcm the military or naval service of the United 
Ptr.tes or of any State or territory, persons who have been eon- 
virted of felony cr who have been imprisoned under sentence ot 
ary court, perscrs who are known to lie cr bad character, and 
persons who cannot read, write and speah the English language. 

Applications to re-enter the service from an." person of any of 
the following cinsae^s will not bo grante 1 without special 
authority frcm the Adjutant-General. 

1. F' rm?r sr-ldters who have been discharged with character 
other than grcul or its full equivalent. 

2. Former sold re rs over forty-five years of age who were dis- 
charged as privates and failed to re-enlfst wtth.'n three months 
thereafter. 

Sec. B8. Every person enlisted In the Florida SLate Troops 
shall s'gn an enlistment paper of such form as may be pre- 
scribed by the Commander-in-Chief, and shall take and subscribe 
to the catb prescribed by law. 

Captains and lieutenants commanding companies and bat- 
teries are authorized recruiting officers for their commands, and 
regimental adjutants are authorized recruiting officers for the 
bands, but when the Adjutant is not at the station of the band a 
regimental commander may by order designate some other offi- 
cer to recruit for the band. Regimental commanders, command- 
ers of separate battallcns. or officers commanding any body or 
troops engaged in active service, are authorized to act as re- 
cruiting officer cr to detail commissioned officers to perform 
that service. 



Sec. 69. The applicant will not be permitted to execute the 
acknowledgement and oath cf enlistment until after he he has 
been accepted by the examining surgeon as physically qualified 
for military service. 

Sec. 70. Recruiting officers wilt be very particular to ascer- 
tain the true age of the recruit. Applicants will be required to 
satisfy the recruiting officer as to th? character and age, he 
should be prepared to furnish competent proof or his statement, - 
otherwise he will fo e rejected. 

Minors must not be enlisted without the consent of father, 
only surviving parent, or legally appointed guardian. The form 
for "Consent in case of minor" appears upcn the enlistment pa- 
per, following the oath. 

Sec. 71. Recruiting officers will not allow any man to be en- 
ticed Into the sendee by false representations, but will, in person 
expla'n to even- man before he signs the enlistment paper the 
nature of the service, the length of the term, the pay and allow- 
ance to whirb. under the law. a soldier is entitled when in active 
service. After the nature of the service and terms of enlist- 
ment have been fully explained to the applicant, the declaration 
<or acknowledgement! and oath will be read and admin'stered 
to him. and he will be required to subscribe to the same before 
some cf"cer competent to administer oaths under the law of this 
State. The term* of service is three years. 

Sec. 72. The enlistment paper should be filled oat and en- 
dorsed by the reciuitir-g officer, or under his immediate Inspect 
tion by some person designated by him. Some of the information 
required for a proper and full description cf recruit the recruit- 
ing officer must obifu'n by questioning the applicant. Should the 
apprcanl =tate thiit he has previously served in the military or 
naval forces of the United States he should be required to pro- 
duce bis discharge, or other evidence that he is not disqualified 
for enlistment under the provisions of Sect'on 68 of this Art'cie. 
The real name of the recruit will lie ascertained, correctly 
spelled, and written in the same way wherever it occurs, and 
the Christian nsme will not be abbreviated. In signing the oath 
of enlistment the recruit shall be required to sign his Christian 
name in full. 

Oath of enlistment, description and physical record will be 
made upon printed forms supplied from the Adjutant-General"* 
office, and will be executed and d'sposed of In accordance with 
directions printed thereon: Provided, that where ccmpany com- 
manders are not supplied w'Jh Descriptive Books with spaces for 
entries which will show all the Information contained in the en- 
listment papers, the latter may be prepared In duplicate, one 
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copy to remain oa file with the company. Oaths of enlistments 
must be forwarded to the Adjutant-General as seen as executed. 
They are s?nt forward through military channels, but without ■ 
r endorsement by intermediate commanders than the da'e - 
of !---re:]it, whirh should appear at the fcot of the fold for brief. 

"When a BoJdier \* re-enlisted, the recruiting officer will enter 
in the description under "Remarks." "Second Cor Third; enlist- 
ment." as the case may be. 

Nettaer enlistments nor re-eni!stments will in any case De 
antedated, 

74. No enlistments shall be made within thirty days 
l tor to an encampment of instruction without special permission 
from the C^mmander-inChfef, except enlistments of ex-memhers 
c' the Florida State Troops and musicians for the regimental 
bands. On no occasion of duty, in camp, in the field, nor on active 
service in aid of the civil authorities, will any other than duly 
commissioned officers and bona fide and regularly enlisted men 
a-company any command or appear with the same. Commanding 
officers will be held accountable for the strict enforcement of 
this rule. 

Each company may by Its By-Laws, subject to approval by the 
Crmmander-in-Chief, prescribe such regulations, net inconsistent 
with law, and the rules and regulations, prescribed pursuant 
to law. as it may deem proper in respect to -enlistment and mem- 
bership In such company. 

PHYSICAL EXAMINATIONS. 

Sec. 75. Before subscribing to the oath of enlistment every 
applicant shall be subjected to a physical examination by a com- 
missioned medical officer of the Flolrda State Troops. If there 
fee no such officer at the station where the enlistment Is to be 
made, the examination may be conducted by any reputable; civil- 
ian surgeon or physician who may he designated by the com- 
mander of the organization which the applicant desires to join. 

The recruiting officer wil! be present during the physical exam- 
ination. If the examination is conducted by a commissioned 
medical officer he will record as well as make the examination, 
if not, the recording will be done by the recruiting officer. 

For Infantry and Artillery the height of an appticant must not 
be less than five (5) feet fcur (4) inches, and the weight not 
less than one hundred and twenty (120) pounds and not more 
than one hundred and ninety (190) pounds. The following table 
of physical proportions for height, weight and chest measurement 
is given for convenience of reference:

The above table is given to show what is regarded as a fair 
proportion, hut it is not necessary that the applicant conform ex- 
aftly to these figures. A variation of a few pounds from either 
side of the standard In the minimum and maximum weights and 
ni a. fraction of an inch in chest measurement being perniissable 
if the candidate Is otherwise In gocd health and desirable as a 
recruit. 

Sec. 7G. The physical examination shcitld cover ail subjects 
indicated under the heading "Phys cal Record" upon the printed 
enlistment blanks furnished from the Adjutant-General's office. 
The examination should be conducted in< accordance with the 
rules for the examination of recruits contained in the U. S, 
'"Manual for the Medical Department." 

In passing a recruit the medical officer should examine him 
stripped; to see that he has the free use of his limbs: that his 
chest is amide; that his hearing, vision .and speech are perfect; 
ti.at be has not tumors or ulcerated or extensively e'eatrixed 
legs; no rupture or chronic cutaneous affection; that he has not 
received any cc-ntuslcn or wound of the head that may impair his 
faculties; that he is not a diunUard; is not subject to convul- 
sions, and has no infectious or other disorder that may unfit him 
Tor military service. The recruit must be effective, able bodied, 
free trom disease, and of gocd character and habits. 

Slight defects in sight, caused by refraction and which may 
be remedied by the use of glasses, will not be deemed a physical 
disqualification. 

The recruiting officer la permitted to accept men desiring to re- 
enlist who present themselves for that purpose within the pre- 
scribed limit of time, notwithstanding they may have some phys- 
ical disqualification which would cause their rejection as re- 
cruits: Provided, they have no serious defect which .would prcb- 
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ably prevent the discharge of their duty as soldiers. In ail such 
cases the defects and the tact that they existed prior to the re- 
enlistment will be noted on the enlistment paper aa a part of the 
physical record. 

ii. tf any ealisted man re-enlists within three months after 
the expiration ci h,s term of service, such re-enlistment sball be 
consldeied a consecutive enlistment. 

III. !t is forbidden hereafter to use the old form of oath of 
enlistment (Form 12G). The new blank form "Oath of Enlist- 
ment, Description and Physical Record" will be supplied upon 
application i a th's office. 

IV. The following refutations aa to discharges are prescribed 
tor the FlorMa State Troops and are published as a substitute 
for Article XV, "Laws and Regulations Governing the Florida 
State Trcons." 

Sec, 77. No enlisted man of the Ffcrfda State Troops shall be 
discharged before the expiration of his term of service except: 

By command of the Governor and Commander-in-Chief. 

By sentence of a general court-martial. 

On certificate of disability made by a medical officer of the 
Florida State Troops, or some reputable civilian physician. 

On account of removal beyond the limits of company, battery 
or band. 

By reason of engagement In business such as precludes the 
scldier from regularly attending the drills and meetings of his 
company, battery or band, and from performing other military 
duties. 

Applications upon the above grounds may be made either by 
the soldier or his company cemmander. If made by the soldier, 
application should be in the term of a letter to the Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, forwarded through military channels. To such applications 
the company commander will attach the military record and cer- 
tificate as to the physical condition of the applicant. 

Sec. 78. No dishonorable discharge will be given except upon 
sentence of a court martial, or upon conviction of an Infamous 
crime, by a court of competent jursidiction. 

Sec. 79. No enlisted man shall be dropped or stricken from tha 
roll except by orders from competent authority. When any name 
is drepped from the roll the next muster roll and official return 
shall refer to the number and series of the order authorizing the 
discharge. 

Sec. 80. At least two weeks before the expiration of the term 
of enlistment of a soldier an application for his discharge wilt 
be forwarded, by the company commander, who will attach there- 
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to the military record at the soldier. In this record, and under" 
the beading "Previous service" will be stated whether the sol- 
dier is serving his first, second or third enlistment, etc. The en* 
try may be made as follows: "Service continuous since May. .. 

19 " Previous service in any other military organization 

should also be noted. Dates ot appointments as non-commis- 
sioned officer will be given, and all battles, engagements, skirm- 
ishes and expeditions engaged in by the soldier will be record-M 
as well as any service performed while aiding the civil authori- 
ties. 

The physical condition of the soldier should he shown, it 
good, he should be required tc sign certificate upon the mar? In 
of the application blank. If th? soldier has received wound* 
or injuries it should he sh:wn by the certificate of competent 
medical authority, and the man should be required to furnish 
proof, to accompany the application, showing that such wounds 
and injuries were received while in the performance cf active 
military duty. 

The application should state whether the soldier is married ot 
single. 

The character of the soidier will he accurately described t>t 
the In tii, n; ol the application, but it not sufficiently good tx> allow 
of his re-enlistment, the words "No cbjection to his re-enl;i.imcnt 
is known to exist" will be erased. The words "Service honest 
and faithful", or "Services not honest and faithful", as the case 
may be, will be entered under '"Remarks" In the military record 
The company commander, will, before forwarding tht» application 
for discharge, inform the soldier of the character he intends to 
give bim, Should the soldier feel that injustice will be done him 
thereby, he may at once apply Tor redress by letter to the regi- 
mental commander, who will immediately eonveur a board ot of- 
ficers to determine the facts in the case. But in all ea-.es where 
the company commander deems the soldier's services unfaithful, 
he should, whenever practicable, notify the soldier at least fit- 
teen days prior to making the application for his discharge ot 
the character which he intends to give, in order that the soldier 
may have ample time to apply tor and be heard before the board. 
In such case the proceedings of the board, showing all the fact* 
pertinent to the Inquiry, with the views of the Intermediate com- 
manders endorsed thereon, will be forwarded with the applies*- 
tion for discharge, for the consideration and action of the Com- 
mander-in-Chief. This board may he called upon the application 
of the company commander. The character given by the com- 
pany commander, also the character found by the board, will he 
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noted on The next muster roll of the company, If upon due no u i- 
fieation. in the manner hereinbefore provided, of the character 
intended to be si ven him on his discharge, the soldier ex- 
pressly waives his right to apply lor redress or declines to avail 
Mioses of the remedy herein provided, his status is the same as 
thmgfc a board of officers had convened and found hjs service not 
hen est and fa! til Tul. Following the remark on the application 
"Service n(.t honest, and faithful '. should appear the words 
"Right to apply for redress expressly waived", or "Approved 
finding of a board of if fie era", as the rase may be. In the ab- 
sence of the conditions above set forth, the soldier is entitled to 
the remark "Service honest and faithful". 

Sec. SI. Whenever an en'isted man is discharged by expira- 
tion of term of service, hi.-; discharge shall take effect on the 
last.day theiecf, i. e., if enlisted on the second day of the month 
his di-' -hai'ge would taUe effect on the first day of th same month 
in the last year of his term of enlistment. 

Sec. S2. A soldier -who has served the first year of his second 
consecutive enlistment may apply to the Adjutant-Genera! for 
discharge without ether or further grounds than length of ser- 
viee. 

Sec, a?,. Discharge certificates will he issued from the or- 
fire of the Adjutant-Genei al. The eai.s-* if discharge, and a 
description of the soldier, with his age at time of enl'stment, 
will be stated in the body of the certificate. The character and 
record of th-' 1 soldier will be described upon the back of ti.o 
rertifb ;it : *, rh*J will be siEu*>d by the sclrtter's immediate com- 
mander before the certificate is delivered. 

See. 84. Applications for the discharge of members of the 
ncE-eoni missioned staffs and hands whose terms of enlistment 
are about to expire will be made by the commanders of regi- 
ments or separate battalions. 

Sec. S5. Whenever an enlisted man is unfitted for mili- 
tary service because of wounds or disease, his immediate rom- 
nianditii; officer wi'l forward an application for his discharge, 
to which will be attached the certificate of a military surgeon, 
or reputable civilian physician, explaining th? nature and extent 
of the disability, and the cause, if known, and whether or not It 
occurred in the line of duty. 

V. It is forbidden hereafter to use the old form of application 
for discharge. New forms will be supplied upon application to 
this office.

State Troops, and are published as substituting Sections J 71, 
175, 170. 177 and 17S, "Laws and Regulations Governing the 

Florida State Troops," 

MONEY ACCOUNTABILITY. 

Section 174. Every officer receiving public money shall ren- 
der to the Adjutant-General an annual statement or account cur 
rent of all moneys received and expended, which will be accom- 
panied by vouchers showing each Item of expenditure, the 
voucher to be receipted by the party or parties receiving the 
monpy. and the expenditure to he eertifid to by the officer pay- 
ing the money. 

Every officer receiving and disbursing public money shall keep 
a cash bonk in which lie shall enter every cash transaction, 
making a complete entry in detail. At the end of ea^h year he 
shall balanre the account and shall see that his cash balance as 
shown therein, agrees with the account current for the same 
period, and with the actual cash on hand. 

Accounts current will be made :n duplicate: one copy, ac- 
companied by abstracts and vouchers complete, will be address- 
ed to the Adjutant-General and deposited In the postofflce within 
three days after the close of the fiscal year, and the other will be 
retained by the officer. 

The fiscal year ends on June 30. The quarters of the fiscal 
year are as follows: First quarter, July 1 to September 30; sec- 
ond, October 1 to December 31; third, January 1 to March 31; 
fourth. April 1 to June 3(K No account current will contain ac- 
counts of different years and no item will be entered thereon 
unless St pertains to the fiscal year in which the account be- 
longs. 

Vouchers will be made in duplicate and original vouchers 
will, if possible, accompany the accounts; copies wiil not be ac- 
cepted unless duly certified and accompanied by satisfactory 
evidence of the loss or destruction of the orlgnlal, or that their 
retention is indispenslble to tne performance of duty by an of- 
ficer. 

'With the accounts will he forwarded all orders of command- 
ing officers and all other papers upon which the officer accounta- 
ble relies to relieve himself from responsibility. 

Every vcucher in support of a payment for supplies Or for

services, will give the name and address of the creditor, and 
must state (if for supplies furnished) the date cf the purchase, 
the quantity and price of each article, and the amount; or (if fop 
services* the character or the services, the date or dates on 
which rendered, and the amount. The correctness of the facta 
stated on a voucher and the Justness of the acecunt must be 
certified to by an officer; To do this an officer may write over his 
signature and across the face of the voucher: "I certify that 
this account is correct and just." 

Vouchers will be entered upon the account current in the 
name cf the corporation, company, firm or person render'Jip the 
service or furnishing the articles for which payment is made. 

Invoices and receipts for fuads will state date and place of 
transfer, the came, rank, regiment, etc., of the officer from whom 
the money is received, the" kind of funds transacted, and the 
amount transferred under each head. The receiving officer Will 
endorse upon the invoice the exact date of the rcetpt, and file it 
with the acccunt current on which he acknowledges the receipt 
of the funds. Receipts will be signed, dated, and immediately 
returned to the transfeiring officer. 

Section 17i». An officer will have credit for an expenditure 
of mcney made in obedience to the order of bis commanding of- 
ficer. Every order issued by any military authority which may 
cause an expenditure of mcney in a staff department wtll be 
given in writing. One copy thereof will be forwarded by the of- 
ficer receiving it with his voucher fcr the disbursement. If the 
expenditure Is disallowed, it will be ehargd to the officer who or- 
dered it. 

Section 177. Whenever property of any character whatsoever 
is purchased with public funds, such property so purchased will 
be taken up upon the Return of Public Property or the officer 
making the purchase. 

Section 178. When an officer Is relieved from duty in a staff 
department he will certify outstanding debts If any, to his suc- 
cessor. Unless otherwise ordered, he will turn over to his suc- 
cessor the public mcney, property, books and papers pertaining 
to the service from which he Is relieved. 

Upon the dlsbandment of a company the commanding of- 
ficer will transfer to and make a safe return cf all public fundi 
then in his possession to the Adjutant-General, and will matte a 
final account showing all receipts and expeditures since the 
close of the last fiscal year, and showing the final disposition 
et the balance of public funds on nand. 

II. Every officer who is new accountable for public funds will. 



on or lief ore the first day of September, inform the Adjutant-

With profound sorrow the Commander-in-Chier announces to 
the Florida State Troops the death of General J. J. Dickinson, 
vhich occurred at his home in Ocala on Salunhiy. 

General Dickison commenced his military career hy serving 
in the militia of Scuth Carolina. As a young man he came from 
that State to Florida, and, at the outbreak of the Civil War, he 
tendered his services to this State and was commissioned a First 
Lieutenant of Artillery. Later he raised a company of cavalry 
which was designated "Company H. Second Florida Cavalry," 
and as commanding officer of this company rendered service 
which distinguished him as one of the most daring and buccob.i- 
ful of the South's defenders. His gallant exploits soon won for 
him a national reputation, and a lasting place in the hearts of 
his devoted and equally heroic followers. 

Though many times offered promotion In the Confederate 
Army, it was characteristic of the man that out of deference to 
the wishes of the people of his State, he should prefer to remain 
with his little band and continue operations in a field which it 
was believed none but he could fill. 

General Dickison has left a priceless heritage to the people of 
Florida in the memory of a life which, both in peace and war, 
was a shining example of citizenship. To men of arms he has 
left the inspiration of a record for military achievements in 
which the word failure has no place. 

In 1877 General Dickison was appointed Adjutant-General of 
Florida, and served one term. In 1888 he was appointed Major 
General of Militia. 

The funeral will occur in Jacksonville on Tuesday, and In 
recognition of his services to the State, and as a mark of respect 
to his memory, the flags upon all State Armories will be dis- 
played at half-staff until after the funeral, or until sunset of that 
day.
